tecelTed today from Ambassador Bayard 
regarding tbe political crisis, gives Mr. 
Bayard's views at length to the editor of 
the Every Evening. 


The Ambassador says it "seems scarcely 


possible for anv one to bo in doubt about 
my opinion upon the serious issue placed 
lefore our countrymen by the political or- 
ganizations. Tbe erils which surround us, 
perils that confront us have grown up in a 
night or come without warning. 


"The dangers of disregarding sound 


financial principles have been distinctly 
fort old and often reiterated. 
Looking 


_ over the past twenty live years I was rep^ 
rescntatire from Delaware in the United 
States senate I cannot discern any failure 
on my part to speak with absolute plain- 
ness in opposition to acts of legislation, 
financial or commercial politics which 
are responsible for the present distressing 
conditions. 


"lumen crisises language of reproach, 


crimination or recrimination is useless! 
eacu man upon his own responsibilities 
must ask and answer the important ques- 
tions: Whether men can with justice and 
•elf respect abandon a just and vital prin- 
ciple in the honr of exigency, when the 
necessity of its maintenance is greatest, 
AuJ fly from the Held when the assault is 
fiercest, when courage is most needed 
to defend the right measure. 


'•in these seasons of excitement, alarm 


aud passionate unreason which are almost 
inevitable in the history of any nation- 
sincere, self-respecting men will hear and 
heed the summons, will feel the real trial 
•cd feel in his soul to support the truths 
that have been deliberately weighed as 
his avowed doty to sustain the welfare of 
the country to which his faith and 
•llcjience are plighted. 


"When, therefore a citizen professing 


to be democratic is called upon to yield 
hie convictions and assent to the doctrine 
tbut congress has power by legislative 
fiat to create values, and, regardless of in" 
trinsicand commercial value to invest 
one or other of the metals with arbitrary

young man under arrest, charged with 
implication in the double murder and 
bank robbery at Sherburne In confession 
acknowledges his association In the affair. 
He soys the man was killed in resisting 
to the arrest of his brother. 


lie refuses to reveal the real name or 


location of his home. In the confession 
which was secured by Marshall Buby, the 
prisoner declares his brother planned the 
robbery and killed the men at the Sher- 
burne bank. 


After detailing tbe killing of tbe men 


the prisoner said he and his brother' 
greatly alarmed least they would be 
penned in the bank, agreed they must 
work rapidly. They went to the money 
drawer and took out a bunch of bills and 
placed it in a sack which was brocght for 
the purpose. 


"Then we cut the screen of the back 


window," he continued, "and left town 
on bicycles. Just as we ruounteJ the 
wheels I handed my brother the money, 
and three miles out of Sherbnne we sep- 
erated, my brother, best rider, made 
south for the state line. 


"I went in a south-westerly direction 


and struck out along the Desmoines river 
to Algona. Then I crossed the country 
by Britt and Forest city to Lake Mills. I 
had a hard tiuie in getting through." 
After the confession Baby endeavored to 
obtain the name of the man's . evidence. 
Tbe prisoner declined, saying lie did not 
wish his folks to know anything about 
tbe matter. 


It is supposed he will plead guilty under 


an assumed name.

of u ilitary tactics that he had managed 
to torrow, and nddedto his natural genius 
tiic inowlede of other great generals. 


Tl.on the d'irk skinned hostler, who 


wi<s regarded us book mad, gave op his 
position and returned to New York. From 
New York he went to Costa Rica, taking 
a h- ndred or more weighty volume* with 
him 


Ir. February, 1895 began the present 


Cub m revolution. Macao was one of its 
stroigcst supporters, and with that in- 
fant brother of twenty years before, Jose, 
was in the field within a week and within 
»m.>nthhadan army of a thousand sol 
di-r-. at his command. 


Tuday the Spanish government stands 


reaciy to give a million pesos for Maceo's 
head. He has defeated and routed Spain's 
two ablest generals, Campos and Weylcr, 
till they fear hit very name. Today he is 
fl?h ting Cuba's cause with on army of 
ill-fed and poorly-clothed followers.

purpose and 
determination 


kno .vs no faltering. He too is worn and 
h!ir;ard, but one may know by the fierce 
eve., by the heavy brows, by tha broad 
shoulders, by the square, bulldo? jaw, 
that Antonio Maceo to such a man as this 
world calls hero. 


Indomitable man! Everything to dis- 


courage him but never discouraged. He 
fights on. And although the four gilt

especially grieved, shocked ami horrified 
by the "nwful crime" of 1878" as so 
luridly depicted daily in tbacolnmns of 
tho Atlanta Goustitxitioii and other sil- 
ver organs, I have changed nay views 
011 the money question and am reljdy to 
maintain the propositions following in 
joint debate or newspaper controversy. 


I accept the arguments of the advo- 


cates of silver and agrea with their rem- 
edy as far as it goes. However, it does 
cot go far enough. Let us have plenty 
of remedy—in fact, enongh to make 
debt and poverty things of the past- 
relics of tho dark ages. I am in favor 
cf tlio free and unlimited coinage of pig 
iron at u ratio cf IB to 1 with gold by 
the United States alone, independently 
of all nations-, and can prove by the beat 
authority obtainable that such a policy 
on tbe part of the United States will 
"raise prices," "put plenty of money ill 
circulation" and give the "honest debt- 
or a chance to pay his debts," thereby 
making tho whole country prosperous. 


Now, 
in tho first place, it may be 


urged by somo "who do not understand 
the subject of standards of value" that 
free coinage for iron would not raise 
its prico to a ratio of 16 to 1 with 
gold. To them I reply that "the stamp 
of this government" and the "legal 
tender qualities" of the iron dbllar 
would instantly make the br.llion value 
of pig iron the same as the mint valne. 
"for who would part with an ounce of 
this precious metal for anything less 
than the mint valne?" (Stewart, Jones 
and Bryan.) 


Again, it may be nrged that our 


mints would be overcrowded with pig 
iron. I reply that, "the pricoof pig iron 
having been raised fiom $7.50 a ton to 
a ratio of 16 to 1 with gold the world 
over, no one wonld especially care to 
carry it to the mints, since the mint 
price could be obtained anywhere in 
the open market" (Atlanta Constitu- 
tion. ) 


Next, it may be urged that gold and 


silver would go out of circulation. I re- 
ply, first, "This is a mere assumption 
of the tools of tho money power which 
they cannot verify" (Atlanta Constitu- 
tion); second, "Suppose gold and silver 
do go out of circulation, is there not 
plenty of pig iron to take their place 
and give the people plenty of money?" 
(Bryan), and, third, "Such au assump- 
tion mixes the idea of circulating me- 
dium and standard of value, that gold 
and silver would still be potential 
money metals, though not in circula- 
tion, and would lend their help toward 
raising prices and causing general pros- 
perity" (Crisp). 


Tb.>n, again, it may be urged against 


the pig iron standard of value that 
wages would not rise in proportion to 
prices. The reply is, "Wages would be 
eompallcd to rise, since no mail wonld 
bo fool enough to work for $1 a day 
who could make §1,000 per day picking 
up rusty nails and old horseshoes and 
carrying them to the mint for coinage" 
(Hull). 
- 


In addition it may bo urged by the 


money power, by tha "Wall street 
sharks" and the"Bond street Shylccks," 
that we could not alono go on a pig iron 
basis without an international agree- 
ment. "To such dastards as dare to lay 
a limit to the power of the American 
people to do what they please, inde- 
pendently of all nations, I hurl their 
cowardice and lack of patriotism back 
iu their faces" (Bryan). 


The "crime" of demonetizing pig 


iron took place about 2,200 years ago, 
when certain "goldolators" and "sil- 
verites, '' iu order to increase the pur- 
chasing power of their ill gotten wealth, 
secretly and "like thieves in the night" 
got the demonetization act passad re- 
pealing the good old free coinage act of 
LycurguB, "tho friend of our ancestor^1 
daddies." "Today China is the only 
country on earth honest enongh to coin 
iron, and there the happy laborer can 
carry home the wages of his honest toil 
in a wheelbarrow" (Atlanta Constitu- 
tion). 


A rnifioua fall in prices followed the 


demonetization of iron and has continu- 
ed for upward of 2,000 years. I hare 
calculated the losses entailed upon the 
honest people of this world by that ruth- 
less act, bnt the figures are so enormous I 
fear a revolution will ensue if the people 
learn how greatly they have been robbed. 
But facts are facts, and the best way to 
right a wrong is to meet it squarely. 
"That loss is $S1,.000,000,000,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000,000" (Coin's Pinau- 
aial School). 


In conclusion, I insist that the free 


ooiuage of pig iron will do everything 
that is claimed for silver and infinitely 
more. The people will be rich and pros- 
perous. The onoe poor man oan pay his 
debts with his .old stove. Railroads can 
-declare.dividends on old rails and worn- 
out rolling stock. The small boy oan 
pick up old calls and horseshoes enough 
to support his family. Iu flue, poverty 
and debt can no longer exist.. 


WAGES VERSUS SIXTEEN TO ONE. 


Tho Silver Standard an Imposition Upoo 


Wage Earacra. 


No. 4 of "Present Problems,'1' pub- 


lished at 1 cent each at 57 Park 
place, New York city, is unquestion- 
ably 'the- best pamphlet on the wage 
question for general distribution during 
the present campaign. It is unanswer- 
able. No intelligent workingrnan «an 
read it and continue to believe that freo 
coinage will raise his wages. He will 
bo sure that af frco coinage gives us 
cheap money, as the farmers expect, 
it will certainly reduce his actual 
wages. A wage earner may vote for 
Bryan after rending: this pamphlet, but 
it will be for other reasons than any ex- 
pected benefit to wages. 


Mr. Warner rtudies the effect of 


cheap money experiments in Japan, 
China, India, Chile, British Honduras, 
Mexico and in this country, and in ev- 
ery case he finds unmistakable evidenco 
that cheap silver and paper moneys have 
lowered wages. Wherever money has 
been depreciating in value prices have 
been rising, while wages have changed 
not at oil or have risen les^ rapidly than 
prices. As n result the wage earner is 


I constantly losing ground, though he 
I may not know why hS has to work 
| harder to keep himself and family. 


j Consequently tho manufacturers and 


other employers of labor in silver stand- 
ard countries are benefited by a depre- 
ciating currency. They find in silver 
money tha slickest possible scheme of 
reducing wages without the consent or 
knowledge of their employees. 


In Mexico, where tho workingmea 


are such chumps that they do not know 
when the value of their dollars is de- 
clining, tho big employers can keep tho 
country on the silver standard, but even 
in such backward countries As Chile and 
British Honduras the wage earners 
could not be imposed upon forever by 
silver and other cheap money. No class 
of citizens rejoiced more than the wage 
earners when these countries, a short 
tiiao ago, stopped "monkeying" with 
silver and adopted tho standard of the 
civilized world—gold. 


Mr. Warner quotes numerous admis- 


sions from silverite authorities as to tho 
effect of cheap jnouoy on wages. He 
concludes that "if our wage earners be- 
lieve they are getting too high wages, 
and that this country is suffering in 
consequence, all they have to do is to 
take lower wages. If they prefer a 
roundabout way, they cau favor free 
coinage of uilver, and they will get 
their wages cut down half without any 
farther trouble on their part. * » * 
There has never yet been made a law to 
put into any laboring man's pocket a 
single dollar that ho did not earn. He, 
of all men, therefore, has the best right 
to insist that there shall be no law 
passed that will raise the price of what 
he has to buy, and thus take from him 
any portion of what he has earned."

If the parity of the two metals can- 


not be maintained, a silver basis would 
be inevitable. 


Legislation cannot make a fixed 


standard of valne between two metals 
where their production ia not also fixed 
by legislation. 


Gold coin is tho measure of value 


adopted by the leading nations of the 
world in which all obligations are 
finally redeemable. 


In order to maintain the ratio of 16 


to 1, 16 onncos of silver nraet be equal 
to 1 ounce of gold in value. 


Whenever a silver dollar cannot be 


made exohangable with a gold dollar, 
depreciation and repudiation will begin. 


More silver has been forced into the 


currency by flftyfold since 1878 than 
there was for ISO years prior to that date. 


The commercial ratio of actual value 


at which gold and silver can be ex- 
changed is at present 31 ounces of silver 
to 1 of gold. 


Sound money and sound morals are 


synonymona terms. To pay a dollar's 
debt with a dollar worth 99 cents is re- 
pudiation to the extent of 1 cent. 


Mexican dollars have a larger amount 


of silver than dollars of the United 
States, yet an American silver dollar, 
backed by a gold standard, can buy two 
Mexican dollars. 


If it were possible for the United 


States to maintain the parity of silv 
with gold for ten years, the increased 
profits of the silver mine owners would 
amoiiD t to more than the entire national 
debt. 


Contracts are often made payable in 


gold. Why are none made payable in 
silver? Simply because neither party 
prefers silver. There is no law against 
such contracts, but silver is generally 
considered. J unstable measure of values 
and therefore unfitted for thin purpose. 


Cheap Money Mean* l>ear Goods. 


Cheap money means dear goods. T-y 


as they may, the silverites cannot dodge 
this simple fact. The free coinage agi- 
tation would qnicMy die out if the ad- 
vocates of tho silver standard were hon- 
est enough to admit that their 'schema 
would doable the cost of everything the 
65,000,000 American consumers buy. 
Yet this is merely another'form of'''the 
silverite assertion that free coinage 
would raise prices twice as high as they 
are now.

Berlin, Oct. 12.—The lull in the ex- 


citement over affairs in the East con- 
tinues, the newspapers having decided 
to a\N ait the developments which are 
expected to follow the departure of tho 
czar from France before resuming their 
campaign of agitation. It is under- 
stood that the czar will shortly give an 
audience to Gen. Grumbkoff, the Ger- 
man oflicer in the Ottoman service, 
who is the bearer of an autograph let- 
ter from the sultan to the kaiser. Gen. 
Grumbkoff is accompanied by the sul- 
tan't, ambassador, Ghalib Bey, who will 
also be received by the kaiser. Ths 
miss.on of Gen. Grumbkoff, according 
to the semi-official Berlin Post, is one 
of great political importance. In tho 
meantime an intereiew with Gcu. 
GruiubkofE appears in a Berlin paper, 
in which the Turkish commissioner 
vigorously defends the action of the 
bulUin and the leading Turkish offi- 
cials, contending that no man occupy- 
ing the Turkish throne would fuliill 
the demands of the powers uncon- 
ditionally. The sultan of Turkey, he 
main tains, must always take into' con- 
side ration the probable effect of the 
fulfilment of such demands «pon the 
Mohammedan 
populace, 
otherwise 


theie would be great danger of an out- 
break of Moslem fanaticism leading to 
the total annihilation of the Christians 
within the empire. "Abdul Hamid," 
*he general says, "is a wise man, and 
in all his actions he Invariably looks 
carefully forward to the probable or 
poit>ible results. If the sultan could 
ioll >w his own desires Turkey would 
l.e n happy country, but his most ex- 
cellent aspirations are fettered by 
I'lnjuy public coffers. 
The true reform 


which is needed in Turkey is financial 
assistance; perhaps administered under 
:i control similar to the administration 
ol Egypt, but as there is no money 
Mie 'e can be no reform." 


The Armenian Qnestioa. 


The pro-Armenian movement in Ger- 


many is making little progress. Al- 
ihough the official wet blanket whieh 
has been cast over the 
movement 


wherever it has existed has not had 
the effect to quench the flame of agi- 
tat'on altogether, the movement itself 
lias not been seized with any degree of 
urdjr by tbe public. Doctor Lepsius, 
tht leader of the Armenian agitation, 
lias been summoned to the foreign oflica 
and requested to desist from further 
activity in the matter, he being in- 
formed, it ia understood, that as the 
moi-emcnt was a strongly political, and 
in no respe,ct a philanthropic, one the 
jjo.'e^nmeat could not countenance it. 
Ths Hamburg Nachrichten, the per- 
sonal organ of Prince Bismarck, in its 
discussion of the Armenian question, 
arjjues that the Armenians are re^els 
while Germany and Turkey have tho 
most friendly relations. Therefore the 
Ge nnan aiders and abettors of the Ar- 
menians are liable to punishment un- 
der the German criminal code. 


Foreign Diplomats Snubbed* 


The circumstance of the ignoring of 


the entire diplomatic corps in the mat- 
ter of extending invitations to the 
various functions upon the occasion of 
th<- ezar's vir,it to Paris, which caused 
feelings of intense indignation among 
the diplomats themselves, is being dis- 
cussed in official quarters here. At tha 
outset of the entertainment of the cza* 
the diplomatic body only received in- 
vitations to the gala opera perform- 
ar ce and were not asked to be present 
or any other of the public ceremonies. 
Alter all, or nearly all, of those func- 
tions were over the diplomats received 
invitations to attend the grand mili- 
tary review at Chalons and the attaches 
01 the various embassies and legations 
oTily obtained these in consequence of 
tbe remonstrance made by Count von 
M unster.the German ambassador, to tho 
fureign office. 
It is possible that tha 


o'.licials of the foreign office did not 
TI lish the quarter from which the de- 
mand for invitations to attend tho 
great military spectacle of the review 
of the French troops came, i'or they 
promptly disclaimed any responsibility 
for the omission to sen* invitations 
and referred the ambassador to the 
IClysee pulace, from which quarter the 
invitations eventually emanated. 


To Return the Czar's Visit.

London, Oct. 12.—The Archbishop of 


Canterbury, primate of all England 
and metropolitan, the Right Hon. and 
Most Rev. Edward White Benson, D. 
D., and privy councillor, died suddenly 
yesterday while attending divine ser- 
vice in the church at Hawarden. The 
archbishop was the guest of Mr. 
Gladstone, through whom he was ap- 
pointed to the archbishopric of Canter- 
bury, and, in company with the Glad- 
stone family, went to the Hawarden 
church. 
After the service had com- 


menced a commotion WAS noticed in the 
Gladstone pew, and immediately there- 
after church attendants were seen re- 
moving the archbishop, who, it was 
supposed, was suffering from a fit. He 
was taken to the rectory and medical 
assistance was hastily summoned. The 
doctors worked over him in vain and 
in a few minutes he expired. The 
physicians state that death was caused 
by apoplexy. 


Appeared in tbe Beit of Health. 


The archbishop and his wife arrived 


at Hawarci'sn castle, Mr. Gladstone's 
residence, Saturday evening. 
They 


had just come from the north of Ire- 
land, where they had been visiting, 
and intended to make a short stay at 
Hawarden. The archbishop appeared 
to be enjoying the best of health. He 
attended communion at the Hawarden 
church at 8 o'clock yesterday morning 
and then returned to the castle where 
he partook of breakfast with Mr. Glad- 
stone and his family. Later be walked 
through the park to attend the morn- 
ing service. The Rev. Stephen Glad- 
stone, the rector of the church, con- 
tinued the service until he received a 
message from the rectory that tho 
archbishop wan dead. He then closed 
tho service with the prayer for the 
dead irora the burial service. As the 
congregation were leaving the church 
the organist played a dead march and 
a muffled peal was rung on the bell. 


Ksteemed by AH Sects. 


The death was announced in many of 


the Episcopal and other churches in 
London and the provinces at last 
night's services, and much regret was 
expressed 
everywhere. 
Archbishop 


Benson was esteemed by all sects for 
his moderation and broadmindednesa. 
The death of the archbishop was an- 
nounced at St. Paul's, London, at the 
afternoon service. Dean Farrar paid 
nn impi-eiklve tribute to the deceased 
ai'c-hbishox> in Canterbury cathedral. 
He said, ainoag other things, that of 
Archbishop Benson'*, more than ninety 
predecessors noue was endowed with 
more graceful learning', more charming 
peniality, or holier or truer wisdom.

The Right Hon. and Most Rev. Ed- 


ward White Benson, D. D., was born 
near Birmingham, in 1829. 
He was 


educated at King Edward's school, 
Birmingham, and at 
Trinity 
col- 


lege, Cambridge, of which he vas suc- 
cessively scholar and fellow, and where 
he graduated B. A. in 1852, as a first- 
class in classical honors, and senior 
chancellor's medallist, obtaining also 
the place of a senior optime in the 
matheinetieal tripos. 
He graduated 


M. A. in 1855, B. D. in 186S and D. D. 
in 1887, Hon. D. C. L. (Oxford), 1884. 
lie was for some years one of the mas- 
ters in Rugby school, and he held the 


1872. For several years he was examin- 
ing- chaplain to the late bishop of Lin- 
coln, by whom he was appointed ehan- 
eeller 
and canon residentiary of 


Lincoln, having been a prebtndary of 
the same cathedral for three years 
previous. He was select preacher to the 
university of Cambridge(lB64,1871,1878, 
1879 and 1S82), and to the university o£ 
Oxford(1875-76),honorable caplaiti to the 
queen, 1873, and chaplain in ordinary, 
1875-77. 
In December, 1876, he was 


nominated by the crown, on the re- 
commendation of the Earl of Beacons- 
field, to the newly-restored bishopric 
of Truro, and was consecrated in St. 
Paul's cathedral, April 25, 1877. The 
diocese, which was taken out of the 
diocese of Exeter, consists of the 
county of Cornwall, the Isle of Scilly, 
and five parishes of Devonshire, consti- 
tuting the old archdeaconry of Corn- 
wall, with the church of St. Mary, 
Truro, as a cathedral. During his oc- 
cupation of the see he began the build- 
ing of a new cathedral at Truro, of 
which the outward shell has cost over 
£100,000, much of that sum having been 
gathered through the energy of the 
bishop. In December, 1883, Dr. Ben- 
son was appointed by the crown, on 
Mr. Gladstone's recommendation, to 
the archbishopric of Canterbury, in 
succession to Dr. Tsit. He has pub- 
lished several religious works. 
The 


annual value of the see of Canterbury 
is $75,000, and the archbishop is the 
patron of 195 livings. Archbishop Ben-

WHEAT, RYE, BARLEY~AND OATS. 


T.arge Decrease in tlie World's Product nt 


Four Principal Cereals. 


Washington, Oct. 11.—United States 


Consul General Karel, at St. Peters- 
burg, lias, supplied the state depart- 
ment wilh exhaustive statistics of the 
world's wheat harvest of 1896. His 
figures, he explains, are in cases pre- 
liminary and approximate, only based 
in instances on last year's returns. 
They show that in general the harvest 
of ly.tG'decreased 185,485,543 bushels as 
eompired with the harvest of 1895, 
Thu harvest in the United States, Cana- 
da, Argentine, Uruguay, Chili, Austra- 
lia and the East indies show aiiecrease 
of J65,3'J2,959 bushel*,. 
Of the 
Eu- 


ropean production countries, Kussia 
only shows a large decrease of 56,575,- 
4(57 bushels. The countries of con- 
sumption harvested 37,203,123 bushels 
more than last year; only Spain and 
Portugal among them hud a bad crop. 
France harvested nearly as much as 
last year, while an increase is observed 
only in Italy and Great Britain. The 
decrease if, attributed to reduction in 
the wheat acreage, owing to the low 
price of the lust three years. The rye 
harvest shows a still greater decrease 
proportionately, it being estimated at 
134,70:1,714 bushels. A decrease in oats 
and barley is also noticeable but not to 
so great an extent. The exports of 
cereals from Kussia during the first 
eight months of 1896 show a big de- 
crease compared with the preceding 
year, being 
102,4-10,631 bushels, 
as 


against 241,234,578 bushels.

The plates are treated by a 
new and secret process, the proportions 
of nickel sind steel differing from those 
of any plates heretofore made. The 
test was made with 8 and 12-inch guns 
at a high velocity, averaging over 1,900 
feet per secord.
